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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubUcation in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7,9-14, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Des. 
308,422 to Sasamura. 

A headlight housing adapted to be mounted on a vehicle, the vehicle to ride on the 
ground and front section to emit light from a headlight is disclosed by Sasamura. 

Regarding claims 1,10 and 11; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 a headlight housing on a vehicle with front section 
(shown in figures 1 and 3) emitting light from a headhght, a top surface of width extending aft of 
top edge of front section, top surface parallel to ground and bottom surface of width extending 
aft to taper height of housing in aft direction (shown in figures 1 and 3). 

Regarding claim 2, according to claim 1 ; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures 1 and 3 that the front section has a height which tapers 
along a width of the front section. 

Regarding claim 3, according to claim 1; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 that the top and bottom surfaces join to a back 
surface, the back surface oriented substantially perpendicular to the ground surface. 

Regarding claims 4, according to claim 1, and claim 12, according to claim 10; 
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Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 that the headlight housing has a cross-section 
oriented in a fore and aft direction, wherein the cross-section substantially forms a quadrilateral 
Regarding claim 5, according to claim 1 ; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 that the headlight housing has a cross-section 
oriented in a fore and aft direction, wherein the cross-section substantially forms a quadrilateral 
shape having three sides oriented substantially perpendicular to one another and a remaining side 
oriented at an obtuse angle to one of the three sides. 

Regarding claims 6, according to claim 1, and claim 13, according to claim 12; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 that the headlight housing has a cross-section in a 
fore and aft direction, wherein the area of the cross-section of the headlight housing decreases in 
area as the cross section is taken at spaced intervals outward fi-om the vehicle across a majority 
of the width of the headlight housing. 

Regarding claims 7, according to claim 1, and claim 14, according to claim 10; 

Sasamura. discloses in figures land 3 that the bottom surface is bowed inward. 

Regarding claims 9, according to claim 1, and claim 16, according to claim 10; 

Sasamura: discloses in figures land 3 that the headlight housing is adapted to remain 
fixed in the illuminating position onpe mounted upon a vehicle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Des. 
308,422 to Sasamura. 

Sasamura in a headlight for a truck teaches using the same aerodynamic headlight 
housing shape as in the instant application (figures .1 and 3) except for defining what the angle of 
inclination is between bottom surface and ground surface. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide Sasamura with the inclination 
angle of 10 degrees because it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are 
disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or workable range involves only routine skill 
in the art InreAller. 105 USPQ 233 (CCPA 1955). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 07/29/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
wholly persuasive. The claims still remain broad in scope. Contrary to the response, Sasamura 
does disclose and illustrate in the figures 1-6 each and every element of claims 1-7,9-14 and 16. 
Again contrary to the response, referring to figure 3, the top surface starts as parallel or 
substantially parallel and then begins to curve. Applicant's arguments regarding amended claim 
17 are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-25,27,28,31-36,38,39 and 41-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 17 was 
amended to have the bottom surface bowed inward. This feature is not found or taught in the art 
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of record. Claim 18 was amended to include the limitations recited in claim 26 which was 
indicated as allowable in prior office action. Claims 19-25,27 depend from claim 18 and are 
allowable for the same reasons. Claim 28 was amended to include the limitations recited in claim 
37 which was indicated as allowable in prior office action. Claims 3 1-36,38 and 39 depend from 
claim 28 and are allowable for the same reasons. New claim 41 is claim 22 rewritten in 
independent form. Similarly, claim 42 is claim 24, claim 43 is claim 25, claim 44 is claim 27, 
claim 45 is claim 29 and claim 46 is claim 40, rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims as indicated as allowable in the prior 
Office Action.
